assive  world-wide  relief  efforts  contin- 
ue to  bring  aid  and  comfort  to  survivors 
of  the  earthquake  and  tsunamis  in 
southeast  Asia  on  Dec.  28. 

Among  those  international  organizations  is 
World  Vision.  Working  through  its  warehouse  in 
Aleppo  Ibwnship,  the  organization  is  shipping 
out  relief  packages  to  its  staff  in  100  countries 
around  the  world. 

There  are  8,000  staff  already  in  south  Asia  to 
help  relief  efforts  in  the  wake  of  the  disaster. 

"We  have  99  percent  of  our  staff  indigenous  to 
the  countries  in  which  they  work.  They're  right 
there  for  immediate  mitigation,5'  said  Jeanne 
Hungerman,  executive  director  for  development 
at  World  Vision. 

The  organization  responds  to  disasters  swift- 
ly, contacting  its  staff  in  the  countries  affected 
to  assess  the  damage  and  needs  of  the  area,  its 


donors  to  collect  money  and  products  to  help  the 
victims  deal  with  the  aftermath  of  the  disaster. 

"We  see  what  we  have  in  our  warehouses,  and 
generally  let  people  know  what  we're  doing. 
There's  a  lot  of  media  in  a  situation  like  this, 
which  is  good  —  newspapers.  KDKA,  WTAE 
and  WPXI,"  said  Hungerman. 

World  Vision  has  already  contacted  more 
than  200  churches  in  the  Pittsburgh  area,  ask- 
ing them  to  pass  out  a  pamphlet  about  World 
Vision  and  what  the  parishioners  can  do  to  help 
the  organization. 

Many  churches  have  also  agreed  to  take  spe- 
cial collections  in  the  upcoming  week  to  help 
with  the  disaster. 

Hungerman  stressed  that  product  donations 
are  not  needed  in  this  case.

Group  reacts 
to  Wal-Mart's 


DEP  permit

A  citizen's  group  opposing  the 
development  of  a  proposed  Wal- 
Mart  shopping  center  viewed  the 
state  Department  of  Environ- 
mental Protection's  permit  for 
developers'  storm  sewer  plans  as 
nothing  but  a  temporary  setback. 

"At  this  point,  we  knew  it  was 
corning, n  said  Mary  Louise 
Fowkes.  co-chair  of  Communities 
First!,  a  group  fighting  the 
Kilbuck  Township  development 

"We  have  a  couple  of  options 
and  we're  in  the  midst  of  deciding 
what  we'll  do.  It  is  not  over." 

The  decision  put  ASC  Develop- 
ment Inc.  of  Emsworth,  the  com- 
pany handling  the  $28  million 
project,  one  step  closer  to  con- 
struction on  the  former  Dixmont 
State  Hospital  site. 

Members  of  the  community 
group  argue  the  Wal-Mart  super 
center  and  surrounding  shopping 
plaza  will  sit  on  bedrock  and  flood 
nearby  Toms  Run  Road. 

The  permit  allows  developers 
to  degrade  the  site  and  distribute 
surface  water  to  the  Ohio  River. 

After  challenging  initial  storm 
sewer  plans,  Fowkes  said  Com- 
munities First!  met  with  the  DEP 
on  Dec.  2,  and  'were  given  one 
week  to  review  new  plans,  which 
had  been  published  Nov.  19,  but. 
weren't  made  available  to  group 
members. 

•  "At  every  meeting  we've  had 
with  any  government  agency, 
they've  never  said  v/e  were 
wrong.  They  just  say  the  develop- 
ers must  meet  the  requirements," 
said  Fowkes.

Region's  flood  of  2004  tops  local  end-of-year  stories

In  the  last  months  of  2004,  stories 
of  the  flood  filled  the  Sewickley 
Herald's  pages. 
But  between  the  tales  of  devasta- 
tion, hope  and  recovery,  lay  stories  of 
beginnings,  such  as  the  church  congre- 
gation that  found  a  new  home,  and  sto- 
ries of  conflict,  like  those  of  the  officers 
laid  off  from  a  local  department. 

The  following  are  the  top  news  sto- 
ries of  the  final  six  months  of  last  year. 

Flood  of  2004 

On  Sept.  17,  the  Quaker  Valley  area 
was  hit  with  six  inches  of  rain  in  less 
than  18  hours. 

In  Leet  Township,  the  heavy  rains, 
spillover  from  Big  Sewickley  Creek 
and  water  rushing  down  Lunak  Street 
from  Camp  Meeting  Road  created  a 
river  covering  roads  so  deep  there 
were  whitecaps  at  points. 

At  Plum  Street  Park,  water  rose 
high  enough  to  rip  shingles  off  the 
pavilion. 

When  the  water  covered  township 
streets,  Beaver  Falls  Emergency  Man- 
agement, rescued  people  from  their 
homes  using  boats. 

In  nearby  Haysville  and  Glenfield, 
roads  disappeared  under  inches  of 
water.  In  Sewickley,  basements  flood- 
ed, leaving  possessions  as  muck-cov- 
ered waste. 

The  days  that  followed  were  full  of 
affected  residents  lining  their  front 
yards  with  what  was  salvageable,  toss- 
ing what  wasn't  into  huge  dumpsters 
and  filling  out  FEMA  paperwork. 

Emergency  officials  watched  their 
community  pull  together  to  help  every- 
one through  the  tragedy. 

They  saw  community  volunteers 
from  volunteer  fire  departments  sacri- 
fice endless  hours  to  help  Gthers. 

As  the  stories  came  about  people 
living  with  no  heat,  ruined  belongings 
and  limited  budgets,  relief  donations 
poured  in  from  students,  private  indi- 
viduals and  local  charity  groups. 

Their  efforts  to  help  neighbors 
recover  from  the  flood  damage  contin- 
ue today. 

Old  building,  new  church 

This  summer,  an  old  congregation 
found  a  new  home  in  an  empty  church 
when  the  Grace  Episcopal  Church 
family  moved  into  Shields  Presbyter- 
ian Church  in  Edgeworth. 

The  19th  century  church,  which 
went  without  a  permanent  congrega- 
tion for  almost  30  years,  is  rooted  in 
Sewickley  history. 

It  is  dedicated  to  Daniel  Leet,  a  sol- 


dier  who  was  awarded  the  land  now 
making  up  the  Sewickley  Valley  by 
George  Washington  for  his  service  in 
the  Revolutionary  War,  and  his  wife, 
Wilhemina. 

Built  in  1869,  the  church  was  built  in 
the  Victorian  Gothic  revival  style 
under  architect  John  Kern 

When  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Sewickley  merged  with  Shields  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  1973,  the  building 
closed  its  doors  to  regular  services  but 


was  leased  for  worship  services  and 
funerals. 

Prior  to  moving  to  Edgeworth, 
members  of  Grace  Episcopal  wor- 
shiped at  St.  Paul's  Lutheran  Church. 

After  a  summer  of  renovation, 
including  the  addition  of  a  new  roof, 
remodeling  work  to  the  altar  and 
touch-ups  to  the  stained  glass,  the 
church  was  officially  consecrated  in 
September  by  the  Right  Rev.  Henry 
Scriven.

Art  center  finance  concerns 

In  August,  members  of  the  Sweet- 
water Center  for  the  Arts  board  of 
directors  reorganized  their  staff,  board 
and  overall  business  strategy. 

For  the  2003-04  fiscal  year,  Sweet- 
water revenues  totaled  $500,000  and 
expenses  totaled  $505,000.  In  2005,  the 
center  faces  a  rent  increase  from 
$36,000  to  approximately  $80,000  a  year, 
including  utility  costs. 

To  help  reorganize,  12  new  board 
members  joined  the  existing  14  and 
several  changes  were  made  to  the  cen- 
ter's personnel.  They  included  filling 
the  executive  director  seat  left  empty- 
by  David  Motak's  resignation  with 
Teena  Verrico  and  expanding  the  posi- 
tion to  include  business  manager 
responsibilities. 

Tb  generate  enthusiasm  for  the  cen- 
ter, the  board  is  looking  to  begin  joint 
programs  with  other  institutions,  such 
as  Robert  Morris  University  with 
interns  and  children's  programs. 

Sweetwater  remains  in  the  building 
and  no  plans  of  relocation  have  been 
announced  yet  to  date. 
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World  Vision  continues  disaster  effort 
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country.  There  are  resources 
beyond  that,"  said  Hungerman, 
citing  the  fact  that  buying  from 
countries  affected  by  natural 
disasters  can  help  the  country 
economically. 

Financial  support  it  needed 
to  assist  World  Vision  in  help- 
ing the  disaster  victims. 

A  donation  of  $30  can  pro- 
vide emergency  food  assis- 
tance for  one  individual  for  an 
entire '  month,  while  §100  can 
provide  an  entire  family  with  a 
survival  kit.

tion  from  the  elements,  cooking 
utensils,  soap  and  other  hygien- 
ic products  and  water  purifica- 
tion tablets. 

World  Vision  was  founded  in 
1950  by  Bob  Pierce,  an  evangel- 
ist who  was  assigned  by  the 
U.N.  as  a  photojournalist  dur- 
ing the  Korean  War. 

Horrified  by  the  human  suf- 
fering and  the  growing  number 
of  ophans.  he  founded  World 
Vision,  an  organization  which 
today  is  involved  in  the  needs  of 
children  as  well  as  bringing  aid 
and  helping  with  development 
of  countries  in  need. 

"World  Vision  is  the  largest 
purveyor  of  food  around  the 


world. 


said  Hungerman. 


"We  work  with  the  govern- 
ment and  other  non-govern- 
ment organizations  to  help  dis- 
tribute food  in-country." 

Although  the  international 
community  has  been  mobi- 
lized, the  region  affected  by  the 
quaking  earth  and  walls  of 
water  will  have  a  hard  time 
recovering. 

"This  disaster  is  the  largest 
we've  ever  had  to  deal  with/ 
said  Hungerman.  "We're  help- 
ing with  a  $2  million  initial 
start,  but  that  number  will 
probably  rise. 

"I  couldn't  even  guess  how 
long  it  will  take  [before  the 
region  recovers] . "

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Next  up,  PennDOT  approval 
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involved  water  quality  con- 
trols and  runoff  from  the  park- 
ing lot  and  loading  dock. 

"These  were  not  related  to 
comments  from  Communities 
First!,"  he  said. 

Fowkes  likens  the  project  to 
the  development  of  a  Sam's 
Club  in  a  nearby  neighbor- 
hood. 

"We  are  hearing  more  and 
more  horror  stories  out  of  Mt. 
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Nebo  Pointe.  We  don't  want 
that  here,  but  it  will  be  hap- 
pening in  a  heartbeat,  said 
Fowkes. 

"If  they  don't  start  waking 
up,  this  will  become  a  big 
mess." 

To  begin  construction,  de- 
velopers need  approval  from 
PennDOT  for  plans  to  handle 
increased  traffic  in  the  area. 

Sittig  said  PennDOT  is 
reviewing  comments  Com- 
munities First!  submitted 
regarding  the  traffic  study. 

"There  is  no  substance  to 
them,"  he  said. 

"I  believe  PennDOT  will 
approve  (the  permit)  and 
from  a  regulation  standpoint, 
we  will  be  ready  to  proceed." 

Results  of  the  review  are 
expected  by  the  end  of  the 
month.

Awareness,  common  sense 
can  protect  against  thieves

As  if  snow-covered  streets 
and  chapped  lips  weren't  bad 
enough,  cold  months  also  bring 
with  them  an  increase  in  theft. 

The  need  for  money  before 
and  after  the  holidays  makes 
rates  for  snatched  purses,  sto- 
len cars  and  burglarized  homes 
highest  during  winter. 

But  Chief  John  Mook  of  the 
Sewickley  Police  Department 
says  there  are  many  ways  peo- 
ple can  stay  safe 

Most  importantly,  he  advis- 
es people  to  be  aware  of  their 
surroundings  and  understand 
theft  can  happen  to  anyone. 

"People  need  to  realize  that 
not  everyone  is  honest,"  he 
said. 

Something  as  simple  as  gro- 
cery shopping  may  not  seem 
like  a  dangerous  situation. 

But,  Mcok  says,  women  who 
leave  purses  in  their  shopping 
carts  and  stray  a  few  feet  away 


are  asking  to  be  theft  victims. 
He  recommends  securing  purs- 
es with  the  straps  in  the  front  of 
most  shopping  carts. 

Because  thieves  are  most 
likely  to  prey  on  women  and 
the  elderly,  Mook  advises  they 
carry  wallets  instead  of  purses. 

"Some  women  tell  me  it's 
O.K.  because  they  don't  have 
anything  in  them,  but  a  thief 
doesn't  know  that.  Older  people 
get  knocked  down  and  get  a  hip 
broken  over  a  purse  that  had  $5 
in  it." 

As  a  former  member  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Police  Department, 
Mook  heard  many  stories  of 
thieves  snatching  tickets  from 
the  hands  of  unsuspecting  peo- 
ple heading  toward  sporting 
events  or  concerts. 

When  attending  such  an 
event,  it  is  important  to  park  in 
a  well-lit,  high-volume  facility. 
People  who  try  to  save  money 
by  avoiding  garages  and  park-

David  Cook  retires  after  34  years

something  you 
forget,'*'  says  Cook,  a  Sewickley 
resident. 

The  uncertainty  of  what 
every  day  would  bring  him 
kept  Cook  on  the  job  for  more 
than  three  decades. 

"Everyday  was  different. 
Everyday  you  had  a  different 
job,"  he  says. 

As  a  member  of  the  road 
crew,  Cook  patched  potholes, 
picked  up  leaves  and  tree 
branches  and  collected  coins 
from  the  borough's  300  meters. 

Every  Monday,  he*d  spend 
three  hours  pushing  the  bor- 
ough's "money  cart"  around 
town  gathering  drivers'  fees, 
regardless  of  weather. 

"We're  like  the  mailmen,"  he 
says. 

Whenever  he  saw  a  storm 
coming,  the  department  veter- 
an knew  he'd  be  busy  collecting 
leaves  and  branches  the  next 
day.  But  snowflakes  in  the  sky 
guaranteed  him  a  day  indoors. 

"I  don't  like  the  cold,  not 
anymore.  I  let  the  other  guys 
take  care  of  those  jobs."

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Victims  of  tsunamis  neighbors  in  need

If  ever  there  was  a  time  for  area  res- 
idents to  extend  the  "season  of  giving"  a 
bit  and  reach  out  with  helping  hands 
halfway  around  the  world,  this  is  it. 

In  the  aftermath  of  the  Dec.  26  earth- 
quake and  tsunamis  in  the  Indian  Ocean 
that  killed  more  than  100,000  people  and 
devastated  coastal  areas,  survivors  are 
struggling  to  rebuild  homes  and  lives 
and  fend  off  further  peril  from  disease. 

Responding  to  what  ranks  as  one  of 
the  worst  natural  disasters  ever,  the  gov  - 
ernments of  the  United  States  and  other 
affluent  nations  are  sending  various 
forms  of  aid  to  the  affected  areas. 

But  the  short-  and  long-term  needs  of 
the  tsunamis'  victims  are  staggering, 
which  means  that  aid  funneled  through 
private  charitable  organizations  will 
play  a  critical  role  in  recovery  efforts. 

Western  Pennsvlvanians  need  not 
worry  much  about  earthquakes  or 
tsunamis,  but  we  do  know  a  bit  about 
flooding,  as  we  all  were  reminded  dra- 
matically on  Sept.  17  by  the  remnants  of 
Hurricane  Ivan. 

Neighbors  of  area  flood  victims  — 
and  others  far  away  —  responded  quick- 
ly with  aid  that  ranged  from  volunteer 
labor  to  donations  of  money  and  house- 
hold items.  We  hope  tliis  region  will 
respond  just  as  generously  and  warmly 
to  the  plight  of  the  tsunamis'  victims  as 
it  did  to  the  plight  of  the  flood  victims. 

Officials  with  private  relief  agencies 
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say  the  best  way  to  help  recovery  efforts 
in  southeast  Asia  is  by  donating  money, 
rather  than  food,  clothing,  medical  sup- 
plies and  other  items. 

There  are  many  organizations  work- 
ing to  assist  the  tsunamis' • victims  -— 
some  secular,  some  with  ties  to  particu- 
lar religious  faiths  —  and  all  are  appeal- 
ing for  donations. 

We  encourage  local  residents  to  give 
whatever  money  they  can  to  the  tsuna- 
mi-relief agency  of  their  choice. 

Some  in  the  region  may  be  feeling 


"charity  fatigue"  from  the  holiday  sea- 
son. They  can  overcome  that  feeling  by 
thinking  about  how  much  this  region's 
flood  victims  were  helped  then  by 
donors  near  and  far  and  how  badly  the 
tsunami  victims  now  need  our  help. 

The  efforts  to  help  those  affected  by 
the  killer  waves  offer  an  opportunity  for 
this  region  to  respond  in  kind. 

No  matter  where  you  live,  everyone  is 
—  in  a  larger  sense  —  your  neighbor, 
lake  this  opportunity  to  help  your 
neighbors  on  the  other  side  of  the  globe.

Foundation  ends  year  on  note  of  thanks

As  we  look  back  on  the  year  just  past,  our 
thoughts  turn  with  thanks  to  the  community 
Sewickley  Valley  Hospital  serves.

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INTO  THE  MIND  OF 
THE  DOG

The  more  1  understand  about 
dog  behavior  and  their  needs, 
the  more  1  realize  I  don't  know,  it 
amazes  me  that  some  people  don't 
think  dogs  have  emotions  such  as 
happiness,  dissapointment,  and 
sorrow.  Most  don't  think  that  doss 
can  reason  through  problems  the 
way  we  do.  I  believe  dogs  have  all 
these  complicated  personality  traits, 
but  they  certainly  are  not  the  same 
as  ours.  I  also  believe  that  dogs,  to 
some  degree,  have  paralleled  our 
personalities  because  of  their  asso- 
ciation with  us  over  the  millennia. 

Dogs  can  relate  to  us  in  ways 
that  we  may  define  as  Extra  Sensory 
Perception  or  ESP.  In  the  old  days 
ESP  was  considered  hocus  pocus. 
Our  pets  and  certain  people  have 
abilities  that  fall  far  out  of  the  range 
of  normal  human  perception  and 
understanding.  Hearing,  perception 
of  vibration,  smell  and  taste  are  all 
much  more  acute  than  our  own.  I 
also  believe  they  have  a  sense  of 
time  and  can  what  is  happening  be- 
fore it  happens,  because  of  a  series 
of  events  that  we  may  not  have  no- 
ticed at  all.  They  sense  danger  that 
many  times  we  miss  (at  the  time 
this  article  was  written  it  was  4  days 
after  the  Indian  Ocean  Tsuanmis 
and  authorites  have  not  document- 
ed a  single  wild  animal  killed  by  the 
storm).  These  adaptations  coupled 
with  breeding  selection  has  resulted 
in  some  extraordinary  companions. 

Recently  in  The  Scientist  Publi- 
cation, researchers  found  that  dogs 
fare  very  well  against  chimps  in 
regards  to  comprehension  of  com- 
mands and  cues.  Dogs  actually 
tested  better  than  chimps  when  re- 
searchers studied  their  ability  to  un- 
derstand human  direction. 

At  the  New  Iberia  research 
center  in  Louisiana  tested  chimps 
and  dogs  in  an  experiment  dealing 
with  perception.  A  person  would 
give  a  treat  to  the  chimp  and  the 
dog  a  number  of  times  and  look  at 
them  as  he  gave  it  to  them  when 
they  begged.  After  a  few  times  the 
person  put  a  bucket  over  his  head 
and  the  chimp  continued  to  beg 


even  though  he  could  not  see  the 
person's  face.  The  dog  not  being 
able  to  direct  the  attention  of  the 
treat  giver  did  not  beg.  This  is  an 
extraordinary  ability  and  you  can 
see  it  yourself  in  your  dog.  Your 
dog  will  direct  your  attention  with 
his  gaze  and  many  times  he  will  use 
his  eyes  to  direct  you  to  a  particular 
action  like  going  outside. 

Dogs  also  understand  owner- 
ship and  preferential  selection.  For 
example,  Ozzie  my  Jack  Russell,  is 
able  to  pick  his  own  presents.  On 
his  first  Christmas  we  gave  him  a 
number  of  wrapped  presents  that 
were  toys.  Those  toys  had  various 
smells  of  latex,  vinyl,  rawhides,  and 
other  treats.  Now  when  we  sit  down 
at  the  tree,  he  starts  going  through 
the  presents  and  using  his  sense  of 
smell  and  memory  to  pick  out  his 
presents.  In  ten  years  he  has  never 
made  a  mistake  and  opened  the 
wrong  present. 

Knowledge  can  be  broken  down 
into  two  major  components.  There 
is  experienced  knowledge  and  naive 
knowledge.  Naive  knowledge  could 
be  considered  instinctual  knowl- 
edge, like  the  need  to  procreate.  But 
we  also  know  that  experience  plays 
a  major  part  in  the  success  of  the 
reproductive  process.  Naive  knowl- 
edge is  much  harder  to  define  than 
knowledge  learned  through  experi- 
ence because  it  does  not  rely  on  ac- 
quired responses. 

Dogs  also  learn  by  mimicking 
others  to  achieve  responses.  This 
is  why  1  firmly  believe  that  dogs 
learn  by  watching  us  and  even  other 
animals.  Once  they  see  that  the  ac- 
tion results  in  a  positive  reward  it 
becomes  part  of  their  experienced 
knowledge  reflex. 

We  have  only  skimmed  some  of 
the  things  that  define  the  mind  of 
the  dog.  Every  dog  is  an  individual 
that  has  a  complex  personality  that 
is  fascinating  to  observe  and  com- 
prehend if  we  only  take  the  time.

Police  cutbacks 

In  September,  Sewickley  Heights 
Borough  Council  laid  off  four  officers 
from  the  police  department  in  efforts 
to  save  the  borough  an  estimated 
$233,000. 

In  his  letter  to  residents,  Evans 
Rose  Jr.,  council  president,  explained 
the  decision  was  made  to  avoid 
increasing  real  estate  taxes. 

"Before  even  considering  a  real 
estate  tax  increase,  we  must  eliminate 
all  unnecessary  operating  expendi- 
tures, yet  retain  the  quality  of  service 
and  services  performed  by  the 
Borough  and  its  employees  and  insure 
the  continuance  of  the  marvelous 
ambiance  and  solitude  of  our  commu- 
nity," he  wrote  in  a  letter  to  residents. 

At  the  several  crowded  meetings 
that  followed,  groups  of  residents  told 
council  members  they  were  willing  to 
pay  to  keep  the  police  force  fully 
staffed. 

Borough  officials  said  they  would 
hire  a  limited  number  of  part-time  offi- 
cers to  support  the  three  full-timers. 

Members  of  the  Fraternal  Order  of 
Police  continue  to  fight  the  decision.

September  also  brought  the  story  of 
a  father  and  his  quest  to  travel  to 
Athens,  Greece,  to  watch  his  sprinter 
daughter  participate  in  the  Olympic 
games.

The  two  men  speak  daily  and  Wiebe 
plans  to  continue  fund-raising  for 
Williams.

ing  on  side  streets 
often  come  back 
to  find  they  have 
no  way  home. 

Keys  should 
never  be  left  in  a 
vehicle,  and  it 
should  remain 
locked  at  all 
times  as  thieves 
often  peer  into  to 
cars  to  see  what 
valuables  drivers  left  inside. 

"This  is  what  they  do.  It's 
their  job,"  said  Mook. 

He  also  advises  women 
avoid  wearing  long  necklaces 
that  thieves  could  easily  rip  off 
their  necks. 

Most  thieves  use  stolen 
items  to  support  drug  habits 
by  selling  them  on  the  street. 

Mook  advises  that  people 
don't  buy  anything  from  any- 
one selling  jewelry  or  watches 
in  a  bar  or  off  the  street.  Chan- 
ces are,  the  items  they  are  sell- 
ing are  either  stolen  or  fake. 

"You  think  you're  getting  a 
good  deal  on  a  watch  or  ring 
and  then  the  skin  on  your  hand 
turns  green,"  he  said.  "Those 
people  work  off  people's 
greed." 

When  something  is  stolen 
locally,  the  first  place  Mook 
checks  is  pawnshops  in  Alle- 
gheny and  Beaver  counties,  all 
which  report  to  the  municipal- 
ities in  which  they  are  located. 

A  victim's  first  step  should 
be  filing  a  report  with  local 
police.  But  items  can't  always 
be  retrieved  and  thieves  can't 
always  be  caught. 

"For  everyone  we  catch,  10 
get  away,"  said  Mook. 

"In  most  cases,  there's  not 
much  to  go  on  because  victims 
often  don't  see  anything.  But  if 
I  see  a  guy  ninning  down  Cen- 
tennial Avenue  with  a  purse  in 
his  hands,  I'm  going  to  stop 
him  and  see  what  the  problem 
is." 

Credit  cards  and  checks 
must  be  cancelled  immediate- 
ly after  victims  discover  they' 
ve  been  robbed.  Once  thieves 
get  them,  they  use  them  as 
soon  as  possible  before  the  vic- 
tim realizes  they're  missing 
and  make  quick  purchases 
over  the  phone  to  avoid  show- 
ing identification. 

If  a  purse  is  stolen,  the  vic- 
tim must  change  the  locks  on 
her  home  because  thieves  use 
drivers'  licenses  to  find  ad- 
dresses and  simply  use  keys

Mook  advises  residents  use 
alarm  systems  at  home  'and 
set  them  even  if  just  leaving 
for  a  few  minutes.

Bills  promoting  economic  stability, 
job  creation  and  quality  of  life  issues 
headlined  the  list  of  legislative  accom- 
plishments during  2004,  according  to 
state  Sen.  John  Pippy. 

SENATE  VIEW 

"We  passed  many  key  pieces  of  leg- 
islation including  bills  that  increased 
environmental  protections,  improved 
health  care,  promoted  responsible  gov- 
ernment, and  helped  the  City  of  Pitts- 
burgh avoid  bankruptcy,"  Pippy  said. 

Pippy  helped  ensure  passage  of  sev- 
eral bills  designed  to  help  Pittsburgh 
move  beyond  its  current  crisis. 

The  package  includes  a  number  of 
interlocking  economic  actions  that  gen- 
erate revenue  and  reduce  Pittsburgh's 
expenses,  which  will  stabilize  the  city's 
budget  in  the  short  term  and  set  the 
stage  for  it  to  realize  economic  growth. 

Beyond  the  work  to  assist  Pittsburgh 
and  its  suburban  neighbors,  job  cre- 
ation and  economic  development 
remained  at  the  top  of  his  legislative 
priorities  in  2004. 

"One  of  the  key  elements  of  the 
statewide  economic  development  fund 
created  by  Act  71  is  a  $150  million  allo- 
cation to  reduce  the  debt  at  the  air- 


port," Pippy  said. 

"By  reducing  the  debt  burden,  costs- 
per-passenger  can  be  cut  and  the  air- 
port will  be  in  a  better  position  to 
attract  other  air  carriers  should  US 
Airways  curtail  its  operations  in 
Pittsburgh." 

His  efforts  to  promote  economic 
development  and  job  creation  also  in- 
cluded sponsorship  of  Senate  Bill  1190, 
which  rewards  employers  who  hire 
qualified  former  welfare  recipients. 

Also,  in  November,  Gov.  Rendell 
signed  into  law  a  bill"  introduced  by 
Pippy  that  formally  recognized  the 
Pennsylvania  Senior  Environment 
Corps,  a  senior  citizens'  organization 
involved  in  environmental  protection 
efforts. 

Renewed  state  support  for  other 
quality  of  life  issues  and  programs 
were  also  key  elements  of  the  $22.8  bil- 
lion state  budget  supported  by  Pippy, 
including  substantial  increases  in  edu- 
cation funding,  a  two  percent  ($36  mil- 
lion) COLA  for  mental  health  and  drug 
and  alcohol  rehabilitation  workers,  and 
an  additional  $8.5  million  for  mass 
transit  services. 

The  budget  also  added  $5.3  million  in 
funding  to  Pennsylvania's  libraries  on 
top  of  the  $4.7  million  requested  by  the 
governor.
